Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1. 1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 8-23-05 has been entered. 

Claims 1-9, 11, 12, 14-17, 19-22, 24-32, 34-45 and 47-54 have been cancelled. 
Claims 10, 13, 18, 23, 33 and 46 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102

et. al. (US 5,792,767). On column 16, Meyer et. al. dislcose a species of substituted thieno[2,3- 
djpyrimidine on line 45, having the following structure:

The disclosed compound reads on the instantly claimed formula III with the following 
substituents: 

i. R 1 is (CH 2 ) n -heterocyclic; n = 2; 

ii. A is -C(=0)-; 

iii. Bis-NR 5 . 

The disclosed compound is a-l adrenoceptor antagonist which could affect heart rate 
(chronotropic) and contractility (inotropic), and would have an implication in the treatment of 
heart failure as well. Thus, the pharmaceutical composition and method of treatment recited in 
the instant claims 23, 33 and 46 are also anticipated by the biological activity of the disclosed 
compound. 
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Claim Objections 

3. Claims 13 and 18 are objected to because of the following informalities: Many species 
in said claims do not fall within the claimed genus. Although claims 13 and 18 are independent 
claims, the following species do not fall within the scope of formula III, or are non-elected 
species: 

a. Claim 13: 

Page 8, the 9 th species from top (a mixture); 
Page 13, the 6 th species from top (intermediate); 
Page 25, the 2 nd species from last (intermediate); 
Page 29, the last species. 

b. Claim 18: 

Page 56, the 5 th , 10 th and 11 th species from top; 
Page 57, all species; 
Page 58, the last three species.
